PLAYERS ARE WELL 


RECEIVED HERE 


“All the world’s a stage and all the 
people in it merely players.” On Tues- 
day last, at the School Auditorium, an 
appreciative audience viewed the inter 
pretation. of three plays by the Cana- 
dian observer of life, Robertson Davies 
as enacted by the Provincial. Players, 
a troupe of University ot Alberta stud- 
ents, sponsored by the Department of 
Extension in co-operation with the De- 
partment of Economic Affairs, and 
directed by Gordon W. Atkinson, 

“Eros at Breakfast”, a unique por- 
traiture of the old adage, “When Love 
comes in the window, Reason goes out 
the door,” gave personality to the var- 
iqus physical, mental and- emotional 
complexities which combine to make 
human nature, Here the actors brought 
to each role the mildly exaggeratea in- 
terpretation that one felt was intended 
by Davies. It was, at once, an amusing 
and thought-provoking bit. 

“Overlaid” was a study in the differ- 
ent frustrations of an old father and 
his mature daughter—frustrations im- 
posed by the limits of an isolated, big- 
oted’ environment. Grandfather, judged 
by many to be a little queer, kept his 
sanity through the years by contact, 
with things cultural via radio, and by 
exercising freely his own mental hon- 
esty; while his unsympathetic’ daugh- 
ter maintained mental equilibrium by 
conforming to the precepts of a puri- 
tanical community. There were fine, 
dramatic moments in this play each 
one of them showing the significance 
of the title more clearly to the aud- 
fence,--moments when each spectator 
must have pondered the truth of the 
“tranche devie” being enacted before 
him. 

‘The last selection, , MVoice of the 
People,” was) , the hardest to 
present effectively; and it was so done. 
A vivid satire on what passes for en- 
lightened public opinion, it should have 
brought to mind acquaintances of our 


The plays were well contrasted ‘r. 
theme, in tempo, in altmosphere; there 
were appropriate stage settings, fit-ing 
incidental music, and spectacular light 
ing effects. All actors gave sympa- 
thetic, finished performances. ‘This re- 
viewer has heard criticism of some of 


the dramatic interpretations and 
choice of play,—all of which has de- 
lighted this critic. Real art was never 
meant to be enjoyed passively; it is 
meant to cajole or to shock us into 
thought. The Provincial Players were 
artists presenting true art. It is a rare 
privilege for Wainwrighters to see 
plays of such calibre produced, to say 
nothing of the degree of perfection of 
the productions. These are splerdi’ 
éxamples to show our young pecple, 
many of whom have never had the op- 
portunity to see much other than pure 
farce on the stage. The Provincial 
Players every year would be good for 
Wainwright.

All this, it appears, would shoot the cost of gas to con- 
sumers in the Vancouver area, and in the big markets of Seat- 
tel and Sreieiha, to a figure mire a dollars a year higher 
than necessary for as long as the pipeline operates. 

It ay to be mainly a matter of how much it will cost 
to keep the gas flowing. through the pipeline once it is built.

The Board of Transport Commissioners will undoubtedly 
ponder that point at some length when they assume the res- 
ponsibility of whether the all-Canada route is or is not in the 
best interests of the people of Canada. 

The patriots in parliament also talked about the building 
up of the part of British Columbia along which an all-Canada 
route would run. That sounded like the best argument of all 
for an all-Canada line, until it was pointed out that in the Unit- 
ed States, where many thousands of miles of oil and gas pipe- 
lines have been built, it has never worked out that industries 
follow a pipeline. ‘ 

The great danger is that, if the all-Canada line were built 
the great market for Alberta gas in the northwest States might 
be lost to American oil because Canadian gas would, be too 
expensive. If it were lost—and here all experts involved in the 
race for the right to build the western pipeline are agreed— 
it would not be economically possible to maintain a gas pipe- 
ine from Alberta to Vancouver. 

So it seems that insistence on the patriotic (or parochial) 
view might well cost British Columbia its one chance to get 
a cheap, clean fuel and Alberta its chance to sell it.

Yet its 
editorial presents the striking fact that 
almost half the average death rate of 
the city and province to which it be- 
longs is in the age group ovér.

World War, Canada has no firm wheat 
contract with Britain. ‘ 

Trade Minister Howe broke the news 
to the House of Comnions last week, 
; but informé@@ithe members that he had 
secured a promise from the United 
Kingdom that it will consider purchas- 
ing between 100,600,000 and 120,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat from Canada in 
the 1950-61 crop year. 

However, there is nothing to force 
the U.K. to stick to that figure. and 
with her dollar reserves still far from 
satisfactory;it appéars likely that she 
will try to buy as much wheat from the 
sterling areas as possible, going. to 
Canada and the United States for 
wheat only in extreme necessity. 

Britain's decision not to renew the 
four year Anglo-Canadian contract 
which terminates July 31 may ~ have 
sharp repercussions on the economic 
welfare of Canada and particularly on 
the amount of spending power avail- 
ablé to western farmers in the next 
crop year. 

In the last two years, Canadian farm 
ers have been getting $2 a bushel for 
wheat sold to the U.K. and under the 
contract disposed of some 600,000,000 
bushels in four years at a price of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000,000.

Poison Ivy 


“Poison ivy is one of the worst, if 
not the worst, skin-irritant plants in 
North America, and in their own inter- 
est every one shoulg not only be able 
to recognize it in time, but should be 
familiar with precautionary measures 
to help any one victimized by it”, says 
Dr..H .A. Senn, Chief Botanist, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

Poison ivy is the only native Cana- 
dian plant with a three- parted leaf and 
white fruit and Dr. Senn points out 
that it is sometimes confused with Vir- 
ginia creeper’ but thi 


leaves and blue fruit. The :¢aves of the 


poison ivy are arrunged aliornately on 
the y stem, each leat being com- 
posed of three leaflets, w:' h is a con- 
stant. character. Individual leaflets, 
however, vary in shay ize, texture 
and colour and the mur ings may be 
entire or variously coarse-toothed. In 


the spring the unfolding crinkly leaves 
of the poison ivy arte noticeably reddish 
later becoming green with a smooth 
glossy surface.

Poisoning may result from contact 
with any portion of the plant-leaves, 
flowers, fruits,. stems or even roots— | 
ang the toxic principle is considered to 
be more active in early summer, but 
you may be a victim at ahy season of 
the year. Dogs, cats and other animals 
may transmit the poison, as well as 
clothes or tools that may -have the 
juice of the-ivy on them, and the wxic 
principle may persist for monthé. 

Immediate and ‘thorough washing 
with strong laundry soap ‘and warm 
water as soon as contact is suspected, 
is one of the simplest treatments for 
poison ivy. Certain other skin troubles 
are sometimes mistaken for poison ivy 
injury and when in doubt, a doctor 
should be consulted. 

Poison ivy can be eradicated either 
by mechanical means or using chem- 
icals, or by a combination of these 
methods. Two sprayings with 2,4-D 
is generally’ recommended, where this 
weed killer can be used without injury 
to surrounding vegetation.

It is very important 
therefore, that these 
‘should not be permitted to live about 
homes or in any place where they can 
contaminate foods. 

In places where mice can hide and 
abundant food is accésskible, they multi 
ply and become very destructivé to! 
foodstuffs, clothing, furniture and 
books in dweflihgs and to stored mat- | 
erials 
store buildings. 

In the home, care should be taken 
that mice do not have access to crumbs 
or other bits of food) House cats are 
natural enemies of mice, and when not 
overfed may aid materially in keeping 
down the numbers of mice around the 


house. Trapping is another effective | 


means of controlling mice. 

Certain chemicals é@mit odors that 
are obnoxious to mies.and are there- 
fore of some value in repelling them 
from stored products. Among these, 
flake naphthalene is one of the most 
effective and when ‘scattered over and 
j around bags of seeds, overstuffed fur- 
niture ang other articles, may be pro- 
tected from mouse depredations. Since 
naphthalene loses its strength on ex- 
posure to the air, new applications 
from time to time are recommended. 
Because of its odor, it is not advisable 
to use naphthalene near foodstuffs 
Powdered sulphur and lime have both 
| been used successfully to protect such 
| stored grain as corn and sheaf oats. 


Such insylating materialr as aw- 
dust or ground paper can be protected 
from house mice by mixing ammonium 
sulphate with them In a 5-percent con- 
centration. Applying coal tar, creosote, 


;and. similar goods will give them some 
protection.

You may have noticed that in times 
of high wind and blowing dust almost 
everyone has a chip on his shoulder. 
It is often unwise to try to knock it 


off, particularly i you are carrying a 
similar chip yourself. Perhaps thd 
wisest course is to temper the wind 
and thus help to remove the cause of 
irritation, 

Oné way to do this, says A. M. Wil- 


son, Alberta's Field Crops Commis-' 


sioner, is to plant more trees around 


the farm and farmstead. Trees beau- | 


tify the surroundings. They lower wind 


velocity in the sheltered area, reduce’ 


soil drifting, check excessive evapor- 
ation, and protect the crops and gar- 
dens. They help to hold the snow, so 


gradually, says F. J. Higginson, Acting 
Poultry Commissioner. Supply roosts 
in the brooder houses and provide 
plenty of ventilation and sun porches. 
This helps the birds to become accus- 
jtomed to outside temperaturés and na- 
tural conditions. The placing of a few 
feeders and waterers on the eun por- 
ches helps birds to become accustomed 
to eating and drinking from them after 
they are placed on tHe range.

|The demand is keen and there is no 
assurance that trees can be provided 
from these sources if ordering is de- 
layed even until early fall. Information 
on ordering trees, and suggestions on 
land preparation and tree planting for 
your farm can be obtained from your 
District Agriculturist.

~~ Wild Oats Control 


Wild oats are among the most 
;troublesome weeds with which a west- 
ern farmer has to contend, Unfortun- 


- ately there are no selective chemicals 


available at present that will help in 
the fight against wild oate. We have 
to rely entirely on cultivation and 
competitive crops. To be effective, cul- 
; tivation must be timely. 

G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of Soil 
Conservation and Weed Control, Al- 
Dept. of Agriculture, says that 
|the best solution to this problem of 
| wild oat control is a combination of 
cultivation and late seeding of a fer- 
tilized early maturing crop euch as 
one barley or Larain oats. The wild 
| cate should be allowed to grow until 
‘the end of May or the first week in 
,June, then killed by shallow cultiva- 


jtion with a one-way, discer, or culti- 
vator. ‘ 

About four days after you have fin- 
ished cultivating, sow the grain with 
fertilizer. Sow it about 8” deep to: al- 
low for post seeding cultivation with 
a rod or. cable weeder. Shallow culti- 
vation with a rod or cable weeder 
when the sprouts on the kernels are 
about 4%” long will destroy the wild 
oat plants that have germinated since 
the previous cultivation but will not 
disturb the deeper seeded grain.

At the Alberta Veterinary Labora- 
tory last year they did considerable 
work to find the cause of this condition 
.As a result the investigators believe 
that the condition is due to the exces- 
sive intake of sodium salts. These 
salts include sodium chloride (common 
sodium bicarbonate (baking 
lsoda) sodium sulphate and other sod- 
‘lum salts. 

. Dr. C. HB. Bigland, Alberta’s Veter- 
4nary Pathologist in Poultry Diseases, 
says that the source of these salts was 
traced to both water and feed given— 
the total intake bringing about the 
conditidn. Many of the well waters on 
farms investigated, proved to be quite 


high in sodium salts—especially sod- 


jum bicarbonate, sodium sulphate and 
sodium chloride. ; 

The method of feeding was also an 
important factor. Many poultry rais- 
ers added new feed on top of old feed 
in the troughs. The salt (sodium chlor- 
ide) particles in the feed, being heav- 
jer than other feed constituents, filt- 
ered to the bottom of the trough. If the

But when you rea- 
lize that ‘most of these breeders are 
‘farmers who keep one or two standard 
breds for their own enjoyment, it 
doesn’t seem too large a number. 

These small breeders and owners 
are the backbone of the sport. Iven 
now many races are held on dusty 
country roads with keen competition. 
A lot of small towns in their annual 
faire spotlight harnegs racing meets as 
their main attractions, 

About hal¢ of those 60,000 breeders 
live in eastern Canada and particular- 
ly in Ontario. And that’s the province 
in which the biggest meets are held, 

Right in Toronto, for example, is the 
richest of all Canadian trotting meets. 
More than $195,000 has been put tp as 
purses for a 42-day meet there start- 
ing in July. The top stake is the $16,- 
000 open’ event for the Canadian Cup. 
Other purses include $6,000 and $4,000. 
The minimum is $500 a dash and 1,000 
a heat. 

Dr, Stanton Entered 

The former mile record holder in the 
pace, Dr. Stanton, will be entered in 
thé Canadian Cup. Owned by Iinley 
(Lindy) Fraser of Forest, Ont., Dr. 
Stanton is one of the top harness hor- 
ses in’ North America and has raced at 
most major tracks in the U.8. 

As in most major sports, not every- 
one interested in harness racing is 
eatisfied. A recent example of that 
came about when harness racing ‘vas 
termed both a victim of discrimination 
and also a monopoly. 

The class discrimination charge 
came from J. W. Brown of New Ham- 
burg, Ont., president of the Canadian 
Standard Bred Horse Society. He 
charged Premier Léslie Frost of Ont- 
arlo with discriminating against the 
etatidard breds in favor of running- 
horse interests because the Ontario 
government had refused to permit 
night harness racing at Toronto. 

Brown is ‘connected with a group of 
men interesteq in running harness 
races under the floodlights. 

The monopoly charge came in Buf- 
falo, N.Y., where the United S-a‘es 
Trotting Association was sued for 
more than $1,000,000 damages by John

REPORT 


Records up to and including June Stn 

During this past wéek a further de- 
cline has taken place in the overall 
moisture condition of the three 
Prairie Provinces. The total overall 
moisture condition now stands at 70% 
of normal, compared with 72% last 
week and 69% at this time a year ago. 

The total moisture condition for 
Alberta now stands at 55%, compared 
with 56% last week. Saskatchewan is 
now 70% of normal, compared with 
73% last week and Manitoba is now 
107 per cent of normal, ee with 
‘110 per cent last week. 

The.rains which have fallen duties 
this present growihg. season = frem 
April Ist to June 5th have been in Al- 
berta 40 per cent of normal, conipared 
with 41 per cent last’ week. In Saskat- 
chewan these seasonal rains have been 
63 per cent of normal, compared with 
71 per cent last week and Manitoba 
now 182 per cent of normal, compared 
with 150 per cent last week. 


In Alberta all Crop Districts have 
had “considerably less than normal 
rains from April ist to date, with ‘he 
exception of Crop Districts 15 and 16 
which are slightly better than normal. 
In Saskatchewan all Crop Districts 
also have had considerably less than 
normal moisture, with the exception 
of Crop District 1, which has had ap- 
proximately normal rains, In Manitoba 
all Crop Districts have had either nor- 
mal or better than norma] rains with 
the exception of 18 and 14 which have 
Kad less than normal rainfall.

Trygve Lie told all members of the 
United Nations last week, in effect, 
that unless Communist China is seated 
in the U.N. and the Russians come 
back to UJN. meetings there can be no 
progress towards world peace. 

He laid his demand for settlement of 
the Chinese representation issue and 
for ending of the Cold War before the 
69 U.N.'members in a partial report on 
his visit to the capitals of the United 
States, Britain, France and Russia, 

In a letter to U.N. member countries 
Lie said he could not tell them what 
his confidential talks revealed except 
that all four countries left him confi- 
dent that they still rely on the U.N, 
for negotiationg on world problema. 


Meanwhile, the Chinese represen 4- 
tion problem, whose ‘solution Lie re- 
gards as the key to further negotia- 
tions to end the Cold War, remained 
deadlocked. Russia and the satellite 
countries have walkeq out of 81 U.N. 
groups protesting presence of Chinese 
Nationalist delegates. 

Answers Criticism 


Lie told reporters, however, that no 
government or newspaper could pass 
fair judgement on his peace efforts 
until mid-July. He was answering crit- 
icism of his methods of seeking t> put 
the U.N. into full working order again. 

In setting mid-July as a deadline for 
judging his efforts, Lie apparently was 
counting on some developments by 
that time.

For a number of years the question 
of an improved old age pension has 
been discussed in the Hottse of Com- 
mons and a Joint Committee of the 
Senate and the House of Commons 
was set up early this session te get 
information on old age pension schemes 
in other countries and also to get what 
information they could with respect 
to ‘improving our old age pension 
scheme here. The committee has been 
sitting several timés every week al- 
most since the session opened and has 
collected quite a lot of information, but 
at the present time is not in a position 
to make a report to the House, Realiz- 
ing that people all over the country are 
vitally interested in this subject the 
following may be of interest but is not 
by any means final. 

The committee on Old Age security 
has completed its study of old age 
security schemes in operation In Cana- 
da, Great Britain, the United States, 
Denmark, Sweden, New Zealand and 
Australia. Briefs covering the schemes 
in operation in Switzerland and France 
‘were also supplied to members, but 


eo studied by the committee. All na- 


tional organizations desirous of ap- 
pearing before the committee were in- 
vited to do so, Also certain individuals 
who are recognized as authorities on 
the subject of public welfare were 
heard. 

In each and évery oase a brief was 
submitted, It is obvious from what the 
committee heard there exists a wide: 
variety of opinions with respect to 
coverage, the means test,, amount of 
payment. and method of methods of 
financing. The following might be sug- 
gesteq as reflecting the main pointe 
‘upon which there was considerable a-, 
greement among certain witnesses: 

1, The pension age should be reduced 
to 65 years. © 

2. The means test should be abol- 
ished as far as pensioners over 70 are 
concerned, but retained as far as those 
‘in the age group 65 to 69 are concerned. 

3. The pension should remain at $40 
per month. ' 

4. The scheme should be placed along 
a contributory basis. 

5. Administration of the means test 
portion of the scheme should remain 
in provincial hands. 

While the above five points would 
indicate the recommendations which 
received the greatest amount of sup- 
port, views ‘varied greatly. For ex- 
ample, payments recommended varied 
from $100’ per month to $30 per month 
and in one. case the witness was pre- 
pared to lower the basic $30 if a de- 
pression came. 

As far as age is concerned, some 
witnesses were not prepared to go be- 
low 70, while others recommended 60

During the past few years we have 
received many complaints from far- 
mers in connection with the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act because, while it 
was possible for six sections having a 
Yield below eight bushels per acré to 
qualify for P.F.A. bonus, they were 
unable to do so because the Act as it 
stands at present requires that those 
six sections be in a rectangular block. 
The complaints have been so numerous 
that we have now before the Agricul- 
tural Committee an amendment that 
would make it possible to pay on such 
six sections even though they are not 
in -a rectangular block. When the a- 
mendments to the P.F.A. Act were in- 
troduced by the Minister there was 
one amendment dealing with land held 
under lease from Dominion, Provincial 
or Municipal Government which had 
not been disposed of prior to 1989 that 
eaused considerable heated discussion 
and as a result of this discussion the 
Minister allowed the bill to go to the 
Agricultural and Colonization Com- 
mittee and there intreduced a further 
amendment, which in most cases, takes 
care of the objectionable features of 
the original amendment. It is expected 
this bill will be passed before this ar- 
ticle appears in print.

Ancient Castles Come 
Dirt Cheap Along Rhine 


BRAUBACH, Germany—Stop bulld- 
ing those castles in the air—you can 


buy a medieval fortress on the Phine|' 


cheaper than a suburban bungalow. 

Some of the tax-harried owners vf 
German castles would gladly give thom 
away if they had ‘somewhere else to 
live, 

They've been hanging out “castle for 
sale” signs for a long time, It’s tough, 
ownihg an 80-room stone house and 
not being able to support it. With post- 
war economic troubles and high taxos, 
castles have become a drug on _ the 
market, 

A castle isn't the handiest thing in 
the world to own. Imagine climbing a 
steep hill, 75 or 100 stone steps and 
wrestling with giant doors every. night. 
Plumbing in the old fortresses is prac- 
tically non-existent. Gusty winds blow 
through long, gloomy corridors” and 
central heating is unteard of. 

About the only things a castle offers 
nowadays are a tremendous roof and a 
lot of tradition. 

There. are 10,000 castles in east and 
west Germany. Of these, 6,000 are un- 
inhabitable ruins. About 2,000 of the 
remainder are residences while the rest 
‘ire partly ruined, Most of the “res!- 
dence castles” are in the western zones 

Perched on a steep hill overlooking 
this little town is Marksburg Castle 
on the Rhine, the most complete and 
untouched in Germany. 

‘It was built in 980 A.D. and its pre- 
sent occupants refer to a portion added 
in 1701 as “the new wing.” Right now 
it is the seat of an effort to preserve 
German castles which have cultural 
value.
